Apart  from  the  single  case  of  tuberculosis,  the  Urban  District  was 
completely  free  from  infectious  disease  during  the  year. 

There  was  a slight  increase  in  both  the  number  of  births  and  deaths 
over  those  for  19 53  • No  mother  died  in  childbirth  nor  did  any  infant 
die  under  the  age  of  a twelvemonth,

(a)  No  ante-natal  or  post-natal  clinic  is  held  in  the  district  by  the 
local  health  authority.  Expectant  and  nursing  mothers  receive 
medical  advice  from  their  own  medical  practitioners, 

(b)  An  infant  welfare  clinic  attended  by  a medical  officer  of  the 
local  health  authority  is  held  once  a fortnight, 

(c)  The  domiciliary  midwifery  service  is  carried  out  by  the  district 

nurse  who  is  also  a State  Certified  Midwife, 

(d)  The  Aberayron  Urban  District  Council  area  forms  part  of  a much
